Jewish community bas existed in Brisbane 
for upwards of Twenty Years, it has not been 
enabled as yet to obtain a place of worship 
of its own, dedicated exclusively to its legi- 
timate and sacred purposes, have moved us 
to give substantial shape and form to our 
srdent desires, and to remove the disadvan- 
taves under which onr faith and ourselves at 
present labour, by building a Metropolitan 
Synagogue, which, shall, as far as our own 
means and other resources ¢xtend, be worthy 
of the sanctity of its purpose, provide for the 
present dne and uninterrupted performance 
of our religious worship, bea titting religious 
heirloom to our immediate pcsterity, and 
anc) an emblem of ~our faith and race in 
Brisbane that Australian Jews in general 
may look upon with becoming pride. 

Vreliminary steps were taken for the 
achievement of :his sacred object some years 
avo, when by economical and thrifty use of 
the weekly subscriptions, paid towards the 
maintenance of a temporary syuagogne, a 
building site was acquired; the growth of 
the city rendered that site unsu:table for its 
purpose, and advantage being taken of the 
rise in the price of land, it was advantege 
ously sold, and with the procceds thereof, 
part has been devoted t» the purchase of a 
m re suitable piece of land, and the balan e 
remains to form a nucleus of a Building 
Fund, which, supplemented by our own 
means and exertions, and the known good- 
will and liberality of our coreligionists in 
Australia, will, it is hoped, lead tothe con- 
summaticn of our wishes in this respect. 

The cost of the proposed buildings, it is 
estimated, will be£5,0C0, of which suin £3,000 
has to be made up; our ewn members have 
all promised to subseribe as far as their 
mean+ will allow them, but even these pra, 
mised subscriptiors, liberal though they be, 
will necessarily fall far short of tbe amount 
required, 

The Committee therefore eainestly AP-

THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TRE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—A short time ago I read in your journal the outline of a meeting relative 
to “ the Colonization of Palestine,” which gave me peculiar pleasure. For at least 
@ quarter ofa century I bave taken an absorbing interest in the past, present, and 
future of the ever memorable land given by Jehovah to Abraham and his descendants 
asa permanent possession, The word “ everlasting,” I imagine, means till the end 
of time, and not merely until the momentous era of the devecration of the Second 
Temple, the destruction of the Sacred City, the dispersion of the Chosen Race, and 
the deso'ation of the Promised Land, Into the causes which have led to the pro- 
longed alienation of Palestine from the Jews I will not enter, as any and every 
explanation would only awaken controversy. The history of the Holy Land since 
the Romans triumphed, until this very day, has been fall of events to which there 
is no parallel in any othér country under Heaven. Jerusalem has rightly been 
designated the representative sacred city of the world.. No metropolis has ever had 
a history comparable to it, or ever can or will until the Eternal Age is ushered in. 
This undisputed pre-eminence has had its dark aspects in byegone days, and the 
fanaticism of Jew, Pagan, Christian, and Mahommedan, has led to the mort deeola- 
ting of wars. Many, however, anticipate a bright and more peaceful future in 
which righteousness and mercy will dominate. Whatever designs Russia may en- 
tertain respecting the future of “ The Land " we will not venture to forecast: but 


"the God of Israel will never allow the Cossack to ran riot in Palestine unles

Now it is a fact, which no man will dispute, that a very large section of the 
Jews believe for solid, not sentimental reasons, that there is to be, sooner or later, a 
literal fulfilment of certain prophecies which your seers in the olden day revealed 
and also recorded. The events which they predicted, relate, beyond all doubt. to 
Palestine and to the Jewish race exclusively. ‘To no other land and to no other 
people could these gifted men, by any porsibility, refer, These seers were not 
animated merely by a poetic and patriotic spirit, but as some ancient records claim 
by Divine authority, and these prophets, by superhuman insight. foretold, in glowing 
terms, events which human foresight could never have penetrated) Though I never 
dogmatise,as you well know, with respect to the absolute meaning of some of these 
sublime foretellings, yet in common with tens of thousands of your péople, I believe 
that they refer to the restoration of a section of your race to the Holy Land, where 
a nationality will be formed and fostered which will playa leading part in the 
events of a near or distant future. Palestine is and must be a very important factor 
in the far-famed Eastern Question, and those of us who may live a little longer will 
be able to decide whether the literal construction placed on the words of your 
prophets by scholars of eminence among Gentiles and Jews, are false or true. In the 
Daily News of January last two powerful articles written by a master pen, appeared 
on the never threadbare topic of “ Turkey falliog to pieces.’ These articles wel] 
deserve to be republished and scattered far and wide, 


There are two fallacies concerning this question which it is desirable to explode. 
Some cynics assert that we must mean that the mw/ele of the Jewish magnates and 
millionaires, who may survive till this eventful era dawns, will be compelled to 
leave their mansions, their estate, their avocations, cnd their wealth, to become the 
owners of very small farms and homesteads in this wonderful land and age of which 
we dream. I enjoy satire and wit, especially when they are pungent, and I acknow- 
ledge that the clever insinuation whick our ultra-humorous friends suggest ought 
to be met. On this question I never was a fanatic or a dogmatist, yet as an expo- 
sitor of Old Testament record, 1 am of opinion that the balance of argument is 
decidedly in favour of those who believe in a Jewish nationality in the future. 
When it will be established, the form of its constitution, and the length of its du- 
ration, are ucstions I am not called upon to decide. I simply express, with all courtesy 


and respect, the opinions of very many Jewish and Christian scholars, and there. of 
course, the matter must rest. It is, ‘however, easy to imagine that sacrifices so 
overwhelming will be regarded with dismay. Well! no man, in his senses. ever 
believes that ihe grandold seers ever predicted such a catastrophe, for such, indeed, 


it would be. With all respect to the many truly-great and houwoured names among 
the Jews in every land, they may rest assured that they will never be required to 
make Palestine theit home. Toeir personality, in part, may possibly be in request, 
but most certainly not their persons. Still among the many noble names which are 
to be found among your leading families there are, I believe, not a few. if the God of 
Israe] desired even this sacrifice, who wonld cheerfully submit, 


it is asserted, also, that the Jews are uot aa agricultural pevpie’ To this state- 
ment Tatonce demur. The Jewish wind is beyond all doubt. singularly gifted, It 
is vereatile and many sided, and soon adapts itself to any circumstance and to 
every emergency. In music, medicine, art, law, literature, finsnce, commerce, work. 
&c., Kc,, it asserts its power and in horticulture and sgriculture Jews hold their own 
against allcomers, In the new community in the future. industry and trade in 
their manifold developments will be demanded, and Sir Charles Warren in his 
admirable work, “ Underground Jerusalem,”’ chaps. 21, 22, gives an elaborate out- 
line of the resources of Palestine, of the trades in Jerusalem, and of the future of 
the land, well worth reading. I was much pleased to see the name of Mr. 8S. Mong. 
tagu as Treasurer to this Colonisation Scheme. His name is deservedly held in high 
respect by Gentile and Jew alike, nor would he lend his name and influence to any 
society which did not embody some of the most sacred hopes of his race. I hold 
him personally in high esteem, though I do not know to what school of prophetic 
interpretation he belongs. The firman of the Sultan will be obtained in due time 
and [ hope that the wealthy Jews of all lands will aid this enterprise, I see no 
reason why wealthy Christians also should not be asked to subscribe. and what 
counsel and help I can give will be most cheerfully rendered. The mysterious 
yearning of the Jews for the land of their ancestora, has, beyond all doubt, some 
basis more solid than fancy, The God of Abraham will never forget His covenant,“ 
When Dr. Adler, a short time ago, told me of his purpose to visit Jerusalem and +e 
Holy Land, I felt a thrill of joy, and I said to him that his journey to Palestine, J

felt assured, would have a great influence upon the future of his people, Now,

DWELLINGS OF THE POOR, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—Having carefully read the arguments pro and con the proposed scheme fo, 
erecting dwellings for the Jewish poor, I shall be glad to express my opinion on the 
subject, finding I cannot agree with the views of some of your correspondents, par- 
ticularly Mr. Emanuel and Mr, Collins, although great deference is due to their 
opinions, having regard to their professional experience. 

I speak on this subject not without knowledge, but after the result of consider. 
able practical experience, 

Mr. Emanuel states that he would be greatly surprised if tenements can be 
provided at 5s. per week per tenement to pay the investor 4 per cent. upon his capita] 
In answer, I may mention that two rooms (and in some instances with the addition 
of a smaller sleeping apartment) can be provided in various parts of London for 5s, 
per week to pay a net profit of from 7 to 8 per cent , and this I assert from my own 
personal knowledge. 

Mr. Collins urges that the proposed scheme must be a commercial failure; at 
the same time he states that the better way would be to let the land to speculating 
builders, and finance them in their undertakings. In my opinion, if dwellings can. 
not be erected by owners of property to pay 4 per cent., or say 5 per cent., how is it 
possible that speculating builders, who have to pay heavy sums for advances and for 
interest on the money they borrow, make their enterprises pay’? And if it can pay 


‘such speculators under these circumstances, * how much more would it not pay those 


who have the means of erecting the buildings without being under the necessity of 
borrowing money for the purpose?” 

Most of your correspondents appear to have come to the very hasty conclusion 
that the proposed dwellings are for Jewish occupants alone, and not for the poor of 
all denominations ; ani this appears to be the great, nay, sole objection to the pro- 
posed scheme, Allow me to refer any such persons to the meetiog reported in your 
columns as held on Monday. the 9th inat., at the offices of Messrs. Rothschild, whereat 
it was stated : * It is not proposed to limit the occupation of the tenements to Jews,’ ' 
Therefore all such arguments as have been urged in opposition to the scheme imme. 
diately fall to the ground. 

Finally, I may mention two schemes within my own knowledge and in whith I 
am interested, where private enterprise has achieved most satisfactory results, | 
allude to some high class buildings in course of erection on freehold land of between 


two and’ three acres, bought from the Board of Works, and situate at Popham 


Street, Essex Road, Islington, the first block of which (containing 96 tenements) was 
let within one month of its completion at from 2s. 6d. per room, and innumerable 
applications are being daily received for rooms in the blocks in course of erection. 
No expense has been spared to make the building and the sanitary arrangements 
perfect, and the result ie a great financial success, 

Awain, I may refer to Grove Buildings, Mile End R:ad, which are alsoa financia! 
success, and the rooms of which let from 2s. 6d. per week. 

T would suggest that a committee be formed and that by way of a practical 
experiment, and before large sums are expended in building, they be authorised to 
rent suitable blocks in different localities, and sub-let them at 2¢. 6d. per room. 
This can be done, I maintain, and a balance left after payment of all expenses 
incurred. 

I would also suggest to the Committee to visit the buildings at Islington 
where four blocks, on a greatly improved scale sre being erected to accommodate 
some 2,000 people, which for size of rooms and accommodation have not before beetr 
tried. 

If such buildings can be erected by private enterprise to pay the speculator a 
substantial profit, why is it not possible for philanthropic persons who have at 
heart the benefiting of the poor of all creeds, and the prevention of the physical and 
moral debasement that so frequently exists in common lodging houses to carry out 
their good work equally as well. )

Sin,—In principle the proposal to provide healthy homes for our poor will com- 
mand univeral approval, but there are one or two points on which some difference of 
opinion will probably arise. 

In the first place, it is said that it ts unadvisable to house large numbers of our 
poor under one roof, that we should not establish Ghettos. Now if our poor were 
distributed all over this vast Metropolis, and it were proposed tf gather them to. 
gether in one block, street, or district, there would doubtless be great force in the 
above objection. But, as it is surely needless to state in your paper, the poor Jews 
already do herd together; whole streets, almost whole quarters, are populated exclu- 
sitely or mainly by Jews, and if we plant good tenements in their midst, making it 
a condition of tenancy that they shall live * sandwiched” among their Christian 
neighbours, these good tenements will not be inhabited by the Jews we wish to 
benefit. If we wish to wean our poor from their dirty and outlandish ways, we 
must first induce them gradually to quit their hovels : but we must leave them their 
surroundings as little altered as possible, until they are sufficiently acclimatised to 
be able to live among their neighbours on equal terms, It must be remembered that 
Jews, especially Polish Jews, are a distinctly progressive race, and, when once given 
a fair start, soon reach a position of comparative comfoit ; and we must expect the 
tenants of the proposed dwellings to remain in them only until they are in a position 
to find something better. They are not, therefore, permanently removed from the 
world around them ; they are simply provided for until they are in a position to 
afford a decent residence among their fellow-citizens, 

If we were to propose to build houses sufficient to provide for all our poor, pro. 


, bably numbering many more than 20,000, it might fairly be objected that it would 


be wrong to withdraw so large a number of already half-educated foreigners from 
contact with the surrounding population ; but as the present project will provide 


orscarcely 800 souls, it is surely unadvisable to further attenuate this scanty pro- 
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yision in deference to & sentimental fecling. Personally I do not believe much is 
to be gained by the free mixing of freshly arrived Jewish Poles with the East End 
general population ; in morality, sobriety, and God-fearingness they would certainly 
not be the gainers. 

Another point on which opinions differ is the basis on which, in this particular 
‘nstance, dwellings are to be provided. Are we to build tenements, as has, I believe, 
been suggested, to compete with those lately built in Middlesex and Goulston Streets, 
for the custom of the élite of the working classes? or are we to grapple with the 
question of housing the poor in a thorotgh manner, an to make our first experiment 
py providing house-room for the poorest of the poor’ Jews rather pride themselves 
on being the pioneers in charitable movements ; and now that we have expressed 
our intention to provide dwellings for our poor, and that the conditions under which 
the present movement is to be carried out are such a to command success. it would 
surely be preferable to strike out an original plan, rather than to follow in the foot- 
steps of the Peabody Trustees or the Dwellings Companies, Is it not possible to 
provide for the ascertained wants of the lowest classes ? 

In order not to subject myself to the accusation of having made a suggestion 
which I have not taken the trouble to think out, but without presuming to put my 
views forward in opposition to those of skilled and experienced architects, I might 
venture to suggest what would be requisite to fulfil the requirements of the class 
most wanting assistance, : 

In the first place the buildings should be as lofty as possible with a view to 
economy. The basemevt might consist of arches or vaults easil y accessible from the 
streets, containing lock-ups to be let out to hawkers and pediars for their barrows 
and goods, A rent of Is. or Is, 6d. per week could be obtained for each space. The 
ground-floor could be profitably utilised for shops, at least on any side which might 
face a thoroughfare, and so enable the rental of the dwellings to be reduced. The 
other floors, excepting the highest, could be made into one or two-roomed tenements, 
let at from 2s, to 3s., and 4s. to 5s, reapectively. One room can be made decently 
sitficient for a married coup’e, even with one or two infants, when the earnings are 
eo small as to make it difficult to scrape tovether the rent required for two rooms. 
The top floor might be made partly into workrooms for tailors, shoemakers. & e., and 
tenanted by masters or independent workmen grouped together, and partly into 
large, lofty dormitories, some for males and tome for females, divided by low parti- 
tion walla into cells, open for ventilation at the top, on the same plan as is adopted 
in some monasteries, each cell being fitted with a fixed bedstead, and.let out by the 
week for occupation as a bedroom at a charge of about Is. This last arrangement 
would be invaluable for the grown children of the inhabitants of single-roomed 
tenements, or for unmarried men or women who could not afford the luxury even of 
asingleroom. A common kitchen would probably alse be necessary for the use Or 
the inhabitants of the dormitories, and might be used as a hall for study or 

devotion 

I have thrown out these hints solely in the hope that those to whom we look 
for guidance in architectural matters may see their way to propose some scheme by 
whi h the buildings we propose to erect may be for the benefit of those who most 
require our assistance,

I am sure that 
Jews will always be ‘truly thankful for their assistance, ‘will joyfully recognise it 
asa sign of the amity and co-operation which exists between Jews and Christians 
in this country. But there is a world of difference between acerp/ing proffered aid 
and soliciting that sid. 

Jews are fully able to support their charities themselves, and I, for one, ‘hope 
the day is very far distant when they will proclaim their inability to continue doing 
80, by placing subscription boxes, on their behalf, in public hotels,

‘THE JEWS OF MOROCCO, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
TANGIER, MARCH 13, 1885. 

1 telegraphed you to-day via Gibraltar, that the Demnat Jewa have agreed to 
the proposals of the foreign representatives, which message I confirm, trusting the 
rough weather will cease so as to permit the vessel to cross over to Gibraltar and 
get the message in London in time for this week's issue, 

The Delegatesof the Demnat Jews were called yesterday to th presence of the Eng- 
lish, French and Italian Ministers (the American representative, Colonel Matthews 
being prevented from attending by illness), who, after giving them to understand their 
precarious situation and the little hope they could have of official intervention on 
their behalf, stated that, at the request of the several European Jewish association- 
they have used their good officesand ascertained the extent ofthe persecutions to which 
the Jewish community at Demnat had been sabjected by their tyrannica! Governo: 
Proper representations had heen made to the Sultan, and one inve stivgation after 
another only tended to prove how much they were to be sympathised with. The 
representatives would, however, now state the extent of reparation to be expected ; 
if the delegates liked to embrace the opportunity, they, the representatives, would 
become a kind of moral guarantee for the carrying out of the proposals; should the 
Jews refuse, then the representatives would, with their respective Governments, 
abandon them to their fate, The conditions were as follows : 

1. The Jews to abandon all claims for outrages, loss of life, flogging, imprison- 
ment, expenses, Ac. 


2. They must prepare a statement of their actual monetary losses by the 
Governor's extortions, and the foreign reprerentatives will send it to the Sultan and 
ask compensation for all claims which they (the Jews) can corroborate by oath, 

3. A deputation must go to Fez, bearers of letters from the representatives, and 
there settle with the Sultan. 

1. The Jews to name, by election, a sort of communal representative; who will 
be under the joint protection of England, France and Italy, and have pow: r to com. 
Municate to these representatives at Tangier everything that should tak: place at 


| Demnat in contravention of the Sultan’s decree. 


Twenty-four hours’ time was given the Delegates to consider the matter over 
and they having consulted their advocate, Mr. L. A. Cohen, were advised by him not 
to refuse so good a guarantee as that offered them, as by these means they would 
insure the future action of three powerful nations, whose self-respect would be ‘at 
stake in the event of renewal of persecutions. The Delegates immediately repaired 
to the Italian Legation and declared their grateful acceptance of the proposal, 
appointing the Rev. David Amar as their future spokesman and representative. 

If these promises be faithfully carried out, a-new era will commence for the 
the Jews of Demnat, as, to use Sir John Hay’s words, the Governor, who has been 
hravily mulcted by the Government, will be like a scolded cat,and, as his removal is 
not to be hoped for at present, it will be far better to submit to what cannot be 
avoided. 

However much the English, Italian and Amer’can representatives deserve our 
praise for their acts, too much cannot be said in honour of M. Ferand, the newly 
appointed French Minister, by whose tact and influence combined action of the other 
representatives has produced in afew weeks far more satisfactory results than all 
that has been done in six months, by isolated action, Let us hope this gentleman’ 
career here may prove as beneficial to the Jewish population as it was in Tripoli. 

It is with infinite pleasure that I give you translation of a letter whiich the 
Chief Rabbi of Tripoli sent to M. Ferand, copy of which a friend has fayonred me 
with— 

Tripoli, 19th February, 1885, 

I had the honowr to write you to Paris in the month of December, and while 
waiting for the honour of a reply, have delayed congratulating you on the advent 
of the high office entrusted to you at Tangier. 

All our community, and myself particularly, are pained at your leaving us, but 
we are consoled by the belief that you will become a great protector of our coreli- 
gionists in Morocco, as you have always shown yourself here, with your high senti- 
ments of civilization, which do honour to those of the greaf nation you represent. 

I am. in the name of all the community in Tripoli, to thank you for the friend- 
ship and goodness you haveever shownus, We pray the Lord to prolong your years 
of life and grant you pro-perity and honour. | 

! (Signed) R. HAZzan. 

This gentleman's first act in Jewish affairs does not belie our Tripolitan coreli- 
gionist's statements, and his promises for the future are most encouraging.

Ir is earnestly to be hoped that the Sale of Work re. ently held under the 
direction of the Ladies’ Conjoint Visitation Committee js only the first of 
a long series of similar undertakings, In one respect the enterprise waa 
unique, 80 far as our community is concerned. The articles offered for sale 
were not meérely made by poor women for whom the WOrk Was found as the 
hetter alternative to giving them money, but the greater number of pur. 
chasers came from the poor themselves, Indeed, even if the Sale had been 
thrown open to the hambler classes alone, twice or thrice the number of 
articles might easily have been sold. [+ is probable that the suecess which 
has attended their latest undertaking will induce the Ladies’ Visitation 
Committee to hold a similar Sale of Work twice a year—at a short juterva] 
hefore Passover and New Year respectively.

As a matter of fact, it has served ‘yet another and far more important 
purpose. Ithas solved what hal become a very perplexing problem, by pro- 
viding a market for the articles made by the poor women whou the ladies 
have been employing throughout the winter. But the chief significance of 
the movement lies in the new and enlightened method which it foreshadows 
for dealing with poverty generally. The substitution of money and work 
for money and no work in the relief of the poor is a principle of which every 
one who is not a hopeless fanatic must. cordially approve. Most persons who 
think about the matter at all have long ago agreed that to make a man earn 
what he gets is infinitely preferable to giving him money whieh he has not 
earned. While the mere gift debises, work ennolles. From the one springs 
illeness, improvidence, and misery, from the other perseverance, thrift, and 
happiness. Moreover, labour is the touchstone by which the deserving poor 
inay be almost infallibly distinguished from the undeserving All this is a 
mere'truism., What people have not been so clear about is the practicability 
of constructing a workable system out of these axioms. 

It is true that the movement initiated by the Ladies’ Committee is of 
small proportions ; but then their resources are likewise small. Supposing 
a strong organisation like the Jewish Board of Giuardians which could easily 
command the necessary funds and machinery were to deal practically with 
the question on a large scale, ‘is it at all certain that the result would be 
failure? We think the contrary would be the case, At any rate it would 
he well if if our philanthropists were to ask themselves whether they will 
not follow where the Ladies’ Committee are leading,and give greater develop- 
ment to a movement which must command general sympathy, as it has 
already commanded gratifying success, :

There cannot be much doubt, we think, that the principle we are advo- 
ating is destined to occupy a prominent place in future systems for dealing 
with poverty. The demand for government and municipal works, which is 
now heard with some frequency whenever distress reaches an acute stage may or 
may not have an economically sound basis. But it clearly shows the tendency of 
current ideas, and it proves, moreover, that what the lower classes themselves 
most abhor ts pauperis and the devradation which ax conipanies it. The pro- 
P sal of the: Pablic Gardens Association to utilise the opportunity afforded 
by its specific task of providing open spaces in London to give work to the 
nnemployed, is a sign of the times, which isno less significant than it is 


gratifying. Qurown Board of Gruardians gave the signal long Ago, lts 
Work-rooms, its Apprenticeship-system, its loans of tools and machines are

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THE HOUSING OF THE JEWISH POOK,

The question whether poor immigrant Jews should be housed together or dis- 
persed among the general Christian population, can be best understood in many 
aspects by experienced practical philanthropists. But there is one aspect of it which 
belongs essentially to the domain of general scientific philosophy. No one doubts 
that the more Jews are scattered among Gentiles the faster they will lose their pres 
judices and pecaliarities ; and some people suppose that that of itsclf is necessarily 
gain. There are many ressous for thinking that g¢ tting rid of prejudices 1s a gain 
only where they are gradually absorbed in intelligent convictions ; until we can 
jose them in that way, we are better with them than without them; for they are 
the raw material out of which convictions are formed. 

The recognised canon of religious organization is this:

Very elementary creatures are all over alike ; the skin 
of some of them is said to be faintly sensitive to light ; but they have no special 
senee-organs ; and if you turn one of them inside out, his skin is capable of acting as 
mucous membrane, and his mucous membrane asa skin.

tion, to speak of, because every part is in direct commynication with everything 
that it. wants. Which sounds likea highly satisfactory and arcadian state of affairs ; 
but it does not seem to be, as a matter of fact, accompanied by any great activity or 
sense of enjoyment. Differentiation seems to be the condition of rise 
the law is that differentiation and circulation shal! proceed pari pasen. 
only with two tiny eyés; but then how much we can see with them! Only our 
stomach can digest ; but it digests for all the body a great -variety of food. . Now 
all these organs, when in health, are as different as possible from each other in 
texture andappearance. Whenever one of them puts on the characteristics of another 
it is a sign of disease ; anda very usual concomitant of disease is that, instead of 
sending into the general body only good elements—the organ begins to put into cir.

And, indeed, the more it is purified 
by contact with the Jewish religion, the more intelligible and beautiful it become <, 
To us Christians, however; it ought to be not the less, but the more sacred, because 
in its infantile stage, our fathers wrapped it up in quasi-religious myths, Even in 
its superstitious forms it has been the inspiring origin of much of our best thought . 
and in its more perfected condition it has been the unseen leverage of some of those 
Gentiles who have been enabled to give aid to Jews. In fact, it is, next to the Jew- 
ish Thora, the most valuable possession of the intellectual world, Now those among 
us who have the privilege of knowing real Jews are able to perceive that the same 
kind of good which we get out of our philosophy is got by Jews (and often in 
greater perfection) out of their religious discipline. But some Christian thinkers 
have the misfortune to come across Jews who have inherited the force of their race 
without keeping up its discipline ; and they jump to the conclusion that nothing i, 
needful to make a good Jew except ignorance of Gentile Philosophy! That igno- 
rance they accordingly proceed to cultivate, in the hopes of thereby acquiring the 
jntellectual and moral force which their Jewish friends, as I said, had only inherited 
from aucestors who acquired it by severe discipline, Why any. Christian gentleman 
should allow himself to be influenced by ignorant cockney Jews whose only 


have no respect for their own it seems difficult to guess; but many 


unfortunately do so ; the physiological law that an orgaa which is losing its natural 
characteristics shall do injury to the surrounding parts seems to prevail in the 
moral world. The results are sometimes very deplorable ; indifferent Jews are a 
danger to civilization. Ido not want in my body cither a skin as thin as amucous 
membrane or a mucous membrane as thick asa skin. Ido not wantin my house a 
woman whothinks she can improve delicate old carving by washing it over with 
brand-new paint to save the trouble of keeping it dusted. I do-not. want on my 
premises a man who relauces me to adead Jevel of searlet geraniums because he p yon 
not know, and does not care to learn, the ditferent modes of treatment needed by all 
the sweet variety of plants which form the charm of an old-fashioned gardea, And. 
for similar reasons, I do not want in my country either Jews who prove their 

‘advancement “ by not feeling the beauty of the synagogue ritual, or Christians 
who imagine that because they are incapable of appreciating the exquisite trath to 
Nature ofour old Aryan modes of thought-classification, they have, therefore 
to a share in the blessing promised to Israel. 

_ Educated people, however, must take care of themselves - they can read: 
writers who see the danger, must try to avert it as best we can, But i? ane 
analogous influence in a coarser form were to be brought to bear on our leas edu- 
cated classes,—well—I am not sure that evenal! my affection for my beloved Jowtsh 
teachers would be sufficient to prevent my voting in favour of a Judenhetze.

The CHAIRMAN alluded to the death of Mr. 8S, Goldstone—the. lay representative 
of the South Manchester Synagogue—which had occurred since the last meeting of 
the Committee, and moved that a letter be sent to the widow, Mrs. 8, Go'dstone. con. 
veying the sympathy of the meeting on the bereavement she has sustained. The 
motion was seconded by the Rev. H, GoLLancz, and carried unanimously. 

[t wasmoved by the Rev. L. M. Simmons, seconded by the Rev. Dr. Satomoy, 
that the thanks of the meeting be accorded to the Rev..Dr. Hermannn Adler, for the 
facility obtained by him from ths Prison Commissionere—tbrough the medium of 
the Board of De putigs -for the Ministers of this Committee to visit the prisons of 
Lancashire and Chesaire. 

The thanks of the meeting were tendered to the Rev. J, Polack for the Report 
drawn up by him. 

On the recommendat’on of the Rev. Dr. SALOMON, it was decided to include 
Military Sick Wards amongst the institutions for visitation.

A JEWISH INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL WANTED. 
At the Worship Street Police Court, on the 26th ult., among several summonse*® 
under the Education Act, was one against a Jewess for not sending her son to school: 


_ Mr, Mather, the Superintendent of the Eastern District, produced evidence which 


showed that the boy bad not attended school properly. The question then arose as 
to the kind of school of an industrial or traant nature to which the boy might be 
It was stated that an objection would be made if the boy were sent toa schoo! 
in which the Coristian religion was taught: and, on the other hand, there was not 
a distinctly Jewish industrial or truant school where he might be sent, Mr. Bushby 
repeated some remarks which he had occasion to make in connectionewith a chare 


Sent. 


,against a Jewish boy on the previous Saturday, and which were reported in our last 


week’sissue. He said that he and other magistrates had experienced much difficulty 
in considering how to deal with these boys. The Jewish community had not seen 
fit to establish schools where their own faith and their own system of correction 
would be taught and practised, The present cave was #n illustration of the diff- 
calty. He had already called attention to the watter, and if the community, with 
all their wealth, did not think proper to provide schools of their own, then he for 
one would take the alternative course of sending the boys to the ordinary schools 
established under the London School Board. Perhaps, after the attention called to 
the subject, some steps would be taken in the way indicated, and he would, there- 
fore, adjourn the case for a month. 


Great EAvine Scuoo..—-The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of 
Great Ealing School (Principal, the Rev. John Chapman) was held on Sunday last. 
in the presence of a large assembly and under the presidency of Sir Saul Samue!, 
K.C_M.G., who was ac-ompanied by Lady Samuel. The distribution was preceded 
by an excellent programme of music, recitations and the performance of plays in the 
French and German languages.

THE JERUSALEM TALMUD. 
NOTICE. | 

We have before us the first fascicule of an English translation of the Jeru- 
salem Talmud, taken from M. Schwab's French version. Many authorities are of 
opinion that a translation of the Talmud is impossible. They urge that the 
language is so condensed that a literal version would be anintelligible and so 
technical that it would require a special training to understand the translation. 
To this it may be replied that any amount of expansion in brackets may be per- 
mitted, while the difliculty of interpretation may be reduced to a minimum either 
by an introduction explaining the Talmudic methods, or by notes accompanying 
the text. If the Talmud can be understood it can be translated, and as a matter 
of fact, M. Schwab has solved the problem whether the Talmud can be translated 
by actually translating more than half of the derushalmi, just as Dr. Wiinsche 
has given us a complete version of the Midrash Rabba. Both these scholars 
would be ready to admit the existence of many mistakes in their versions, but 
what translation was ever free from blunders? One strong argument still re- 
mains on the side of thos> who deprecate translating Talmudic writings. Owing 
in part to the circumstances of the age in which tucy are written, they contain 
many a passage which offends the modern ear by triviality, coarseness, prolixity, 
and seeming absurdity... If the world were ready to treat the Talmud as an his- 
toric product, like every other work of antiquity, no harm would be done by 
exposing these passages to the public gaze. But the Talmud has becoare the 
objective of many an anti-Semitic assault and it seems like exposing a flank to 
the enemy to render these passages accessible to the. ignorant and malignant 
opponents of Judaism. This argument is undoubtedly forcible, but much of its 
force is weakened when it is remembered that most of these weaknesses of the 
Talmud have veen put before the world by Eisenmenger and his followers, and that 
it is better that they should appear side by side with the finer elements than be 
torn from their context and massed together. Altogether, therefore, we are pre- 


* pare d to welcome any translation of the early Rabbinic writings which show signs 


of accurate scholarship and sympathetic insight. Mz Schwab's capacity has been 
impugned, but the accusation of inaccuracy is mainly based on his tirst volume 
and he has natarally learnt much in the fourteen years that have elapsed since its 
production. 

a The Talmud that M. Schwab has translated, and which is to be introduced 
to English readers, is not the Talmud which has formed the education of Jewish 
lads for the last thousand years or so. As everyone knows, there are two 
Gemaras or commentaries on the Mishna, the Jerusalein finished about 400 a_p., 
and the Babylonian finally redacted a hundred years later. It is the latter which 
forms the mental .equipment of Polish Judaism, and has shaped the life of 
niedieval and modern Jews in allits minutie. MM, Schwab has however selected 
the Jerusalem edition, probably because it is the smaller of the two, though his 
translation of it, if completed,’ will till twelve large volumes, of which seven 
have appeared. Another reason why the Jernshalmi has greater claims 
for translation is that it, represents the views of the Jews of 1 alestine 
who may be expected to have preserved the traditions of the bible with greater 
accuracy and to have been free from Persian influences, It is besides one hundred 
years older and may be expected to give the earlier views with more fullness 
and accuracy. On the other hand it has received less attention from commen- 
tators and editors, its text is more corrupt and its interprétation less certain. The 
arguments seem to be thus evenly balanced, and we have at any rate in the 
Jerushalmi the same spirit which animated the Rabbins—the desire to make all 
life religious in the best sense.

OUTRAGE ON A JEW IN ROUMANIA, 


A wanton act of crnelty has within oe weeks been committed on a yourg 
Jew at Bacau. In that town there resides an overseer at a paper factory, named 
Poram bur. “ ho is am notorious Jew-batter, an occupation in which he is assisted 
by several Italian workmen, and which has gained him the sonbriquet of * Execu- 
tioner of the Jews’ On the 12th of Marcha young Jewish coachman set down a 
fare at the factory and after having stopped a short time to give his horses a rest, he 
was about to return to the town, when he was seized by’a number of men, dragged 
down from his seat, and carried into a roomin the faetory. There Porumbar caused 
him to be flogged, and his face to be psinted in. various colouraf Had the 
miscreant stopped there, his proceedings, reprehensible enough in theifway, would 
not have called for much yotice. But thesport was not enough for Porumbar. He pressed 
a kind of mask in which were several holes on the coachmans face, and these holes 
he filled up with vitriol. The greater part of the poor fellow’s face was thereby 
severe'y burnt, and although some of the burns have since healed, he will, according 
to the opinion of doctors, be disfigared for life. The victim was then kicked out of 
the place. He immediately proceeded to the bureau of the Public Prosecutor to lay 
a formal charge against Porambur: but as it was made apparent to him that there 
was an inclination to shirk any proceedings against his assailant, he. proceeded to 
sucharest where, at the Ministry of Justice, he met with somewhat better success. 
The Minister immediately caosed.a telegram to be sent to Bacau. ordering an 
immediate and close investigation of the affair. ‘The result of the inquiry is not yet 
known to us, 

The Bukarester Zeitung, from which we have obtained the foregoing particu- 
lars, strongly condemns the administration of justice in Roumania which allowe a 
wretch like Porambur, who, it is alleged, had previonsly committed a dozen out- 
rages of a similar character, to perpetrate crimes unchecked: whereas in civilieed 
countries he would have, been promptly punished and placed beyond the reach of 
doirg any more injury. Our contemporary (4 political organ) emphatically demands 
that justice shall assert itee’f in the present case,

The Odessky Listok relates a very characteristic circumstance, which lately took 
place in the Criminal Court of Odessa. The jury had elected a Jew as a foro. 
man, which the Judges did not at first detect, but in the course of the trial, the 
Chief Judge happened to ask the foreman what his religion was, The foreman ro. 
plied that he was a Jew ; the Judge thereupon requested the jury to elect another 
foreman, because the law forbade the election of Jews es foremen of juries, Tho 
same paper remarks, * It is worthy of attention that the Jewish foreman was th. 
only Jew amongst the jury; sll the others were Orthodox Christians, severa] of 
whom had been foremen in other cases, and, if they elected a Jew, it was because 
recognised in him greater capability and intelligence.”

A New Jewitsu Exrvorer.—M. David Bacar, a native of Jerusalem, who bas 
forsome years past resided in Paris, and is said to be well versed in Jewish anti- 
quities, intends to take a journey to Abyssinia and Arabia Petrea. There he will 
place himself in communication with the Jews inhabiting those regions, in order to 
study their manners, customs, books, and traditions. He has previously visited 
Arabia and Abyssinia, but did not then thoroughly explore these countries. 

ALGERIA.—A_ privilege which has long been looked for has at length been 
granted to Jewish soldiers who are natives of Algeria, by the Minister of War. 
Hitherto they have been compelled to perform the military dutiesin France ; hence- 
forward they will be permitted to serve in their native country. 

JAVFA.—There resides at Jaffa a Christian philanthropist in the person of 
Barov Ustinolf, who displays a special predilection for Jews. In his villa he main- 
tains a hospital, open Lo the sick of all creeds, in which patients amopny the Russo- 
Jewish patients receive everyattentiou without payment. His extensive and beau- 
fully laid out park is a rendezvous for the followers of various denominations, for 
instance, on Saturdays for Jews, on Fridays for Mahommedans, and on Sundays for 
the German colonists.. He gives employment by preference to Jews, whom he in no 
way allows to perform any work on their Sabbath 

Mayencr,—A few nights ago a fire broke out at Mayence ina house bearing the 
singular appellation of the “ Mazzekiste '' (Motso Chest). The origin of this name is 
unknown even to Jews, and strangely enough the house is situated in a locality 
which until recent years waa not inhabited by Jews.

VIENNA, APRIL 1. 


The village of Deutsch Liptsch, Liptan, Hungary, has been the scene of 
some savage anti Semitic riots; which began on Sunday evening. The outbreak 
was caused by some of those absurd stories about blood sacritices, which have 
been continually recurring since the affair. was. said that a Chris- 
tian girl of 14 had been decoyed into a house, where some Jews, armed with long 
knives, had sought to kill her, in order to obtain her blood for ritual uses. This 
story having spread, bands of peasants assembled and made a night attack upon 
the houses of Jews. Mucli property was destroyed, many persons were wounded, 
two Jewesses and some children very seriously, and the riot was not quelli d until 
some Honveds and gendarmes arrived. Yesterday the village was quiet, but this 
morning there have been some distarbances in other villages. Sach outbreaks 
usually oecer in Hangary during Passion week.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Chamber of Deputies at Buda-Pesth his given a striking mark of its 
recognition, for valuable services rendered, to Herr Emanuel Kony, the founder 
and head of its stenographic bureau. At a recent sitting, on a r port being 
brought up of the proceedings of a Committee, the Chamber was informed of 
the resignation of Herr Kony. Frotn all parts of the House emphatic testimony 
was borne to his great merits, and with singular unanimity a vote of thanks was 
passed to Herr Kony, on whom at the same time a pension of 3,000 florins 
was bestowed. He has ‘been succeeded by another coreligionist, Herr Adolf 
Wemseschi. 
At Zala-Egerszeg, which was the. scene of some of the fiercest anti-Jewish 
riots in IHlungary, there has been such a revulsion of feeling in favour of tho 
Jews, that a Society of Jews and Caristians has been formed with the object of 
promoting amity and fraternity among the two classes. 
The Emperor Francis Joseph has presented 200 flocins to the Jewish com 
munity at Brody, as a donation towards the erection of a new achool. 
Herr Israel Willisch,-of the Military Geographical Institute,in Vienna, has 
been awarded the Gold Medal of Merit, in recognition of his exceptional services 
in the preparation of a especial map of Austria-Hungary. Some time ago the 
Emperor granted hiin another gold medal for his copper-plate engravings. 
At the Jewish flospital in Buda-Pesth there were last year treated 831 in- 
patients and 8.216 out-patients, without distinction of creed. : 
Father Genter, a member of the Lower House of Parliament, has made an 
attack in the House on the University of Vienna, because it contains too many 
Semitic professors. Baron Konrad, Minister of Public Instruction, replied, anid 
the loud applause of the Left, that in the appointment of professors, only com- 
petency and personal merit were taken into consideration.
